.ation*  This  again  shows  a fall,  in  1949  the  rate  \i/as  17*05« 
:orresnonding  figures  for  England  and  v/ales  were  15*8  in  1950  and 
in  1^9*  0nl3"  in  vJest  Ashford  was  the  hirtli  rate  above  that 

Sngland  and  v7ales.
